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EDUCATION 


FOR THE 
HANDICAPPED 


IN ALBERTA 


What is the Alberia De- 
partment of Bducation doing 
for children who are handi- 
capped? 

For more than 30 years the 
Department has provided for 
the education of blind and 
deaf children in special school 
in other provinces. Most at- 
tend the Ontario School for 
the Blind at Brantford, or the 
Saskatchewan School for the 
Deaf at Saska- 
toon; others 
go to the B.C. 
School for the 
Deaf and Blind 
at Vancouver, 
the Nazareth 
Institute for the Blind at Mon 
treal, and the Institute for 
Deaf Girls and Boys in the 
same city. 

These children go with the 
consent of their parents, The 
Department of Education 
pays their transportation, tui- 
tion, and living costs while 
they are away from home. 
Competent and kindly escorts 
take them to and from school 
in private railway cars, More 
than 20 blind children and 
more than 100 deaf children 
are now provided for in this 
way. In happy environments 
and trained by sympathetic 
teachers they learn the thing 
other children learn, Each 
one, as well, learns a trade. 
Nearly all Al 
berta ch ild- 
ren who have 
graduated 
from _ these 
schools are 
now success- 49 
fully employed here in Alta. 
Many have done well in bak- 
ing, glazing, hairdressing, 
piano tuning, and barbering; 
others are employed in mach- 
ine shops and offices, and in 
executive positions. 

A new residential school 
for the deaf, the most up-to 
date and efficient of its kind 
igs under construction in Ed- 
monton, 

Other Alberta children 
whose eyesight or hearing is 
impaired attend special clas- 
ses at Calgary and Edmonton 
In sight - saving classes the 
children’s eyes are protected 
by non-glore lighting and spec 
jak equipment, such as tape 
recorders, and an emphasis 
on oral work. In hearing-con- 
servation classes special 
group and individual hearing 
aids and other acoustic equip- 
ment are used. Many children 
these classes become so well 
adjusted that they are able 
to return to regular classes 
for their high school work. 

Fifteen special classes in 
the four largest cities provide 
for children of low mental 
ability. Here pupils receive 
individual training, and skills 

- in reading, wri 
ting, arithma- 
tic and _ spell- 
ing are taoght 
with each stu- 
dent  proceed- 
ing at his own 
rate, Crafts 
such as simple

woodwork, weaving and sew- 
ing are taught and older pup- 


ils receive training in home 
economics or shop work. 


School Boards are en- 
couraged by special grants 
from the Department of Ed- 


ucation to provide opportun- 
ivy classrooms and specially 
gifted teachers for children 
of these groups. Other spec- 
ial grants, up to $1,650 per 
class - room, are available to 
assist school boards who wish 
to provide instruction for 
children who are so far retard 
ed mentally that they cannot 
profit from the work even of 
the opportunity classes. 

The Department of Educat- 
ion also provides special 
grants for speech therapy and 
therapeutic physical training 
as well as dayschool services 
for children who attend the 
Cerebral Palsy Clinics in Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, Children 
confined for long periods in 
hospitals, are provided with 
free lessons from Correspond 
ence School Branch of the De 
pariment, Others are taught 
by part-time or full-time teach 
ers; and in several hospitals 
there are specially equipped 
classrooms, tastefully decor- 
ated, with desks for those 
who can use them, but with 
plenty of floor space to take 
care of children who have to 
be brought in on 
wheel chairs or 
beds. The Depart ¢ 


ment of Educa- 
tion, working in 


co-operation with 
sponsoring organi 

zations, or with the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, pro- 
vides special grants towards 
the maintenance of these 
classes, :

$1,000, an engraved plaque, and a 
name plate for the farm stead en- 
trance. 


The Master Farm Family programs 
main objective is to honor Alberta far 
mers who have achieved’ outstanding 
Success in farming and in family and 
community life. The program empha- 
sizes the advantages of the farming vo 
cation and the spiritual and materal 
satisfaction of farm life, Through the 
program, farm youth become acquant- 
ed. with the opportunities which agri- 
culture offers and with the ideals to 
which professional farmers aspire. 


“Good Farming, Right Living and 
Clear Thinking is the slogan of the 
Master Farm Family Program,” Mr. 
Halmrast said, “In these three phases 
are summarized the principles which 
should guide all those who make the 
cultivation of Alberta's soil their vo- 
cation. 


“These principles have been follow- 
ed by the five families whom we hon- 
or this year. I feel that their achieve- 
ments in agriculture, home - making 
and good citizenship deserve puylic 
recognition and respect.” 


Increased interest in the program 
was evident this year with 32 families 
receiving nominations for the awards 
last year 22 were nominated. All can- 
didates must be Canadian citiztns who 
have operated a farm either as owner 
or lesseee for 20 consecutive years. 
Three neighbors must make the nom- 
ination and the nominated family must 
agree to accept the honor. 

Winners are selected on a regional 
basis and confirmed by a provincial 
committee, Each regional agriculturist 
a home economist, a housewife and a 
representative from the Dominion Ex- 
permental Farms. Each region cor- 
desponds roughly to one of the five 
Alberta soil zones. 

A total of 87 factors related to the 
farm operation, farm life, community 
work and business managemtnt ade 
work and business management are 
evaluated in each case and points giv- 
en for each factor. Candidates are 
rated in comparison with a maximum 
possible score for each point. 

The minister of Agriculture extends 
the congratulations of the Albedta Gov 
ernment to the five families whose 
high achievements gained them the 
awards, He also congratulated the 
other candidates, emphasizing that no- 
miation is a great honor in itself 
and proof of the community’s admira- 
tion and respect. Mr. Halmrast com- 
mended the painstaking work of the 
selection committees, whose assist- 
ance in the program is invaluable.

Public Welfare has become 
an important activity at all 
levels of government. In free 
societies sdch as Alberta the 
welfare for the unfortunate 
is the concern of every citiz 
en and on this account there 
is need of a central organiza- 
tion to advise and assist all 
general community program- 
mes to ease the burden of the 
handicapped, 

This is the reason why wel- 
fare as administered by the 
Department of Public Welfare 
has always been an integral 
part of the Alberta Govern- 
ment’s welfare programme 
which, with the exception of 
the Blind Persons’ Allow 
ances and the Old Age Assist 
tance, is financed, entirely 
out of Provincial revenues. 
Ten years ago the total ex 
penditures for this purpose 
amounted to $5,216,887. while 
the amount provided for the 
present fiscal year has been 
set at $10,902,945. 

The responsibility for pro- 
viding assistance in the form 
of food, fuel, clothing and 
shelter and, when necessary 
hospital and medical services 
to indigent persons rests with 
the municipality in which se- 
sidence has been acquired. 
The Province provides grants 
to municipalities up to sixty 

percent of the
